CHICAGO, Oct. 9.—Declaring that he 
voiced the sentiments of most railroad 
officials in* his speech, Theodore P. 
Shonts, forfiér Chairman of the Pana- 
ma Canal Commissjon and intimate 
friend of President Roosevelt and Mr. 
Taft, told the Inland. Waterways Con- 
vention today that he preferred Gov- 
@nment ownership of railroads to the 
“political operation” of tiem prevailing 
now in New York. 

He made this statement in the course 
of his bitter arraignment of Gov. 
Hughes’ Rallroad Commission and of 
the program for the physical valuation 
of railroads. Gov. Hughes, whose ideas 
were the chief subject of attack, al-

“Therein,” said Mr. Shonis, “lies the 
@reatest danger which our country 
faces today. ‘The danger is not in the 
combinations as they are now made up, 
but in. the law itself; the fear on;the 


part of investors in rallroad. securities 


that the management of their properties 
wil] be taken out of the trained hands 
which now direct them and placed in 
the hands of men who know nothing 
about railroad operation and have no 
financial responsibility and are account- 
able to no one but the man who ap- 
points them or to the political organiza- 
tien which procures their appointment. 

“Railroads have no business in politics, 
but. if the present tendency is not check- 
ed they will be ultimately thrown Into 
the hands of the pdliticians and become 
their prey. 

“It is the principle of the operation of 
railroads by commissions which we are 
all Interested in just now and I insist 
that it a great vicious wrong and that 
ft amounts in the end to confiscation 
of property without due process of law, 
and that it is filled not with probabili- 
ties but with certainties of evil and that 
ft is whdoliy un-American and a viola- 
tion of the first principles of free gov- 
ernment.” 

Demands Fair Treatment. 

Mr. Shonts declared because of hostile 
legislation and fear of owners of yail- 
toad securities that they would not be 
allowed to manage their own properties, 
the vailroad development of the country 
is at a complete standstill and he fur- 
ther said that there can be no return of

Mr. Shonts spoke of the practical op- 
eration of transportation lines by com- 
Mission in New York State and told of 
the broad paths it has.

“What is the result?” he asked. 
‘Transportation development in New 
York fs not paralyzed—it is dead. This 
is not because of anything that the men 
who now constitute these commissions 
have done; they have been prudent, 
eéreful and honest, but the menace is in 
the law.

mitted in 1881, was arrested at 
time of the killing and released by 
Federal authorities. 

In 1881 Wooley lived in what 
the town of Enterprise, in Haskell 
County. A man naimed Anderson had 
been in the Penitentiary a year for sell- 
ing liquor. On his return he got into 
trouble with a man named Meek over 
a horse trade. 

On the day of the murder Anderson 
was digging a well. Weoley went to 
the home of Joe Edwards and borrowed 
a gun to hunt turkeys. His road from 
the Edwards house to the bottoms led 
past the point where Anderson was at 
work, 

Killed With Borrowed Guan. 

Two of the Meek boys and some other 
men were there, Anderson came up out 
of the well. Wooley placed his gun 
against a tree. One of the Meek boys 
picked it up and was holding it across 
his arm, when it was discharged, kill-

ing Anderson. The Meeks ran away. 

Woo.ey remained and helped bury An- 
derson. He Was arrested later by Wood 
Arnold and ‘Tom Lacey, Deputy United 
States marshals, and taken to Fort 
Smith. He was tried before Gen. Ste- 
phen Wheeler, then United States Com- 
missioner, and held for a further inves- 
tigation of the case. 

Released After Investigation. 

Wood Arnold, who resides here, was 
sent to make the investigation. He spent 
a week taking the statements of every- 
body in the neighborhood. and when 
these were presented to Judge W. H. HB. 
Clayton, District Attorney Fort 
Smith, he ordered the Woo- 
ley. 

Wooley went to what is now the West- 
ern border of this county, and when the 
Rock Island road was put through 
there he laid off the town of Stuart. 
He became a merchant, later established 
a bank and acquired many thousands 
of acres of land. He married an In- 
dian woman, and after she died he mar- 
ried a white Woman. 

Wooiey is one of the best-known men 
in the State. His attorneys have not 
heard from him since he went to Stig-

Story of His ‘Exile’ to Ari- 
zona Not Allowed to Go 
in Record.

Officer Too Poor to Pay Ex- 
pert Who Examined Him 
—Hearing Ends. 





WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—The case of 


Col. William F. Stewart before the Army 


Retiring Board was closed this. after- 
noon with a brief address by Recorder 
Howland. It is expected that the Board 
will recommend his retirement. 

Testifying in his own behalf Col. 
Stewart . asserted that the dav 
after the surgeons at Fort Huachuca 
had pronounced him unable to under- 
go the %-mile riding test, he went out 
on horseback with Maj. Foster, Lieut. 
Parker and Chaplain Chase of the Fifth 
cavalry.. He added that for some time 
after that he rode every afternoon in 
company with Chaplain ~Chase from 
eight to fourteen miles. 

On one occasion they went five and 
a half miles frem the post and covered 
the return trip in 2 minutes, walking 
thefy horses the last mile, in order to 
let them cool off. 

The Colonel stated he had been in the 
service 41 years, 10 months and 9 days. 
So far as he knew only four officers 
now on the active list have exceeded 
this record. 


Got Insurance in 1806, 

Speaking of his health, Col. Stewart 
says: 

“In 186 I was examined for insur- 
ance and was’ found to be in good 
condition and was allowed to take out 
a policy for $10,000. I first learned of 
an affection of my heart in 1874. 

“I was told that I°had mitral ‘trouble 
and was treated for this at the Presidio, 
San Ers 
the ¢ wag likely to become dan- 
gerous, but a civilian physician who ex- 
amined me later told me that I could 
laugh at this. For some time I was 
under observation for various periods 
by some twenty or thirty army sur- 
geons. 

“I have never felt any incapacity 
however, and have @lways perfo med 
the duties assigned me without com- 
plain of any kind from my superior of- 
ficers.”’ 

Attorney Lattimer, counsel for Col. 
Stewart, asked him as to the circum- 
stan@es of his transfer from Fort 
Barancas, Fla., to Fort Grant, Ariz. 
This was objected to by Capt. Howland, 
recorder of the board, as being irrele- 
vant. 

Mr. Lattimer insisted «that the 
Colonel’s answer might throw import- 
ant light upon the questions at issue. 

Dr. Sprigg Not Called. 

Dr. William M. Sprigg, the local 
physician who examined Col. Stewart a 
few days ago, was not called for the de- 
fense because of the Board’s refusal to 
Pey a portion of his fees as an expert 
witness. Col. Stewart explained that he 
was unable financially to pay the en- 
tire amount. 

When the board convened J. W. 
Latimer, counsel for Col. Stewart, pro- 
ceeded to cross question Col. Arthur 
and Maj. Edie regarding their report 
as the medical experts of the Board 
on the conidition of Col. Stewart's 
health. Both of them, who are mem- 
bers of the Retiring Board, stated, 
that Col. Stewart is afflicted with 
heart disease to such an extent that 
any over exertion might result dis- 
astrously to him. 

Stewart on Continuous Duty. 

Mr. Latimer asked permission to 
show the record of Col. Stewart's ser- 
vice, how many leaves of absence the 
Colonei had had during the past 25 
years, stating his object was to show 
he had been almost continuously on 
duty. 

Recorder Howland said he was wil- 
ling to admit that Col. Stewart had 
perfortned all the duties assigned to 
him and had very seldom requested 
leave of absence, He made the point 
that no showing of the kind contemp- 
lated would have any bearing upon 
the patient's present condition of 
health and the Board sustained his 
objection. 

Col. Stewart's attorney presented a 
list of 18 witnesses, all but one of 
whom are fellow-officers, medical and 
otherwise, of the Colonel, and he asked 
to have all of them summoned. The 
Board refused the request. 


Wants Volunteer Witness. 

The Board announced ita willingness 
to hear Dr. Spriggs in case he should 
voluntarily appear, but that he would 
not be summoned by the Board. Two 
of the witnesses whom the Colonel 
asked to have ordered to Washington 
were Lieut. R. M. Barton of the Fifth 
Cavalry and Chaplain Chase of the 
same regiment, both of whom took 
horseback rides with Col. Stewart in 
September. 

Latimer said both would testify that 
his client had shown no ill-effect from 
these rides. 

Mr. Latimer made a request that Col.

Speech Made to Jary. 

A v6teé was taken in secret in the 
grand jury room late Thursday after- 
noon. The exact standing of the jury 
has not become known: There were not 
12 votes out of 22 for an indictment, 
however, and that number {fs essential 
for a true bill. 

According to reports at the Federa! 
building one of the grand jurors, 4 
widely-known St. Louis business man, 
delivered a speech to the jury, declaring 
that Lewis was being persecuted by the 
Government, and that as he had brought 
hundreds ef thousands of dollars to St. 
Louis, he should be welcomed by the 
business interests rather than proée- 
cuted. 

When tbe vote was taken there was 
net a sufficient number to return a true 
bill. 

The exact charge on which the Gev- 
ernment sought a new indictment was a 
conspiracy to defraud the Government 
of postal monies by maliing copies of 
the Woman’s Magazine in excess of the 
number permitted by law. 

Wary of Old Indictments, 

The Gevernment more than two years 
ago procured several indictments against 
Lewis en this charge, but never forced 
a trial, it being practically adinitted that 
the indictments contained flaws which 
would result. in their dismissal by the 
court if an effort was made te prosecute 
Lewis under them. 

In an effert to get the new indict- 
ment the Attorney-General of the Unit- 
ed States took the case eut of the hands 
of St. Louls Postoffice inspectors who 
had gathered the cvidence against Lew- 
is, and placed the matter entirely In the 
hands of Rebert T. Whitehouse, a spe- 
cial assistant to the Attorney-General. 
Whitehouse had had no previous ex- 
perience with the Lewis cases. He had 
been successful, however, in prosecuting 
similar cases in Maine. 

End of the Prosecution. 

The jury began hearing evidence in 
the Lewis ¢ase, Monday, several ¢m- 
piloyes of Lewis being summoned For 
three days Attorney Whitehouse had 
these witnesses befaere the jury. It is 
reported at the Federal Building tha: 
the jury then Irtimated that KH did not 
care to hear further evidence in the 
case, 

It will be impossible for the Govern- 
meant to ever again take this case be- 
fore a grand jury on the evidence now 
in the possession of the postoffice in 
spectors, as the statute of limitations 
intervenes Oct. 12. 

Any further effort to prosecute Lewis 
would necessitate an ‘ritirely new in 
vestigation, which is not anticipated by 
Fedéral employes.

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HERE’S A SILVER DOLLAR 
COINED IN 1795; ANYONE 
KNOW WHAT IT’S WORTH? 


A. J. Jacobs of 2701 Thomas street has 
a coin which is believed to be as Fare 
as the silver dollar of 1734, which was 
sold the other day in New York for 
$180. His*ie a silver dollar of 17%. From 
the fact that it is not listed among rare 
coins and the fact that the Government 
has no record of its coinage, Mr. Jacobs 
thinks it is the only one in existence. 
He has written to the Collectors’ Club 
of New York to find out. 

The coin has the same undraped head 
of Liberty as the 17% dollar. It was 
given to Mr. Jacobs by his father, Abra- 
ham 8S. Jacobs, in 1898, shortly before 
the latter's death. It came into the 
possession of the elder Jacobs about 
sixty-five years ago, when he was the 
proprietor of a pawnshop on Market 
street, between Third and Fourth 
streets, the first one in St. Louis.

Mrs. Mary E. Nuckols Contin- 
ually Hears His Voice Speak- 
ing to Her. 


KNOWS SHE IS INSANE 


Former Nurse Has Studied 
Her Own Case and Believes 
She Will Recover. 


Studying and discussing her own case 
as if her affliction were that of an- 
other person under her charge, Mrs. 
Mary E. Nuckols of Pike County, Mo., 
formerly a hospital. nurse, is in the 
City Hospital observation ward suffer- 
ing from paranoia, a form of insanity 
manifested in hallucinations. 

The first manifestation of her peculiar 
delusions dates from a chance remark 
of a doctor whom she consulted in re- 
gard to a chronic headache that had 
troubled her for several months. 

She lived with her husband, Napo- 
leon Bonaparte Nuckols, on a farm, 10 
miles from Louisiana, Mo., and relieved 
the monotony of life on the farm by 
reading the newspapers. Soon she be- 
came interested in the political news 
and followed it closely. When she went 
to Louisiana that little city was in the 
throes of an anti-saloon campaign and 
she heard nothing except ‘“‘wet’’ and 
“dry” talk during her stay there. 

Crazed by Negro’s Look. 

When she went to the doctor for ad- 
vice they talked about the contest, and 
he casually remarked: “It is bad busi- 
ness for women to get mixed up in 
this saloon fight with roughs and buck 
niggers.”’ 

In the room sat a negro with a dog 
and since then Mrs. Nuckols has never 
been able to get out of her mind the 
way that negro, who was angered at 
the doctor’s words, iooked at her. 

Mrs. Nuckols ig an inteiligent and 
educated woman of about 4 years, 
and talked lucidly with a reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch in the hospital, Fri- 
day morning, analyzing her own case 
and expf®ssing the hope that she would 
recover. 

“IT have no visions,”’ she said, “but 
I constantly hear a voice talking to 
me. When I am talking to you I don’t 
hear it, but the moment you go away 
it will begin again, talking, talking, talk- 
ing, but never. saying anything of im- 
portance. 

Hears Voice Continuously, 

“No, I do not remember the words 
the voice says. They seem to -go 
through my head and out again without 
making any impression except that it is 
a great annoyance and ig gradually 
wearing me out nervously. 

“When I was a nurse I had under 
my charge many persons afflicted with 
paranoia, and I know the symptoms 
thoroughly. I know there is no voice, 
and yet the nerves in my head tell me 
so and I can hear it, but it is not 
there. I never have visions. The voice 
seems to me to be that of the negro 
who was in tbe doctor’s office, yet I 
never heard his voice, for he did not 
speak when I was there. 

“Dou you know I believe that negro 
put a ‘cunjur’ on me? They do that 
sort of thing in the South. There, I 
am talking nonsense again, for there is 
no such thing as a ‘cunjur.’ 

Studied Fellow-Patient. 

“T was in the Mullanphy Hospital as 
a patient with a woman who had the 
same sort of hallucinations I have and 
I studied her carefully. On all other 
subjects she was perfectly normal, but 
her vagary was very real to her, as 
mine is to me. With rest and care she 
recovered and so shall I.”’ 

Mr. Nuckols sold his farm recently and 
came to St. Louis to be with his wife 
while she is recovering her mental 
health. They were visiting Mrs. Nuck- 
ols’ aunt at 1213 Prairie avenue, when 
Mrs. Nucko]s became violent with pains 
in her head and the voices Thursday 
night and was removed to the City Hos- 
pital, where Dr. Bunch stated that there 
was every chance for her recovery. He 
régards as remarkable her ability to 
recognize and analyze her own disease. 

When Mrs. Nuckols was a maiden and 
a nurse in St. Mary’s Hospital one of 
the patients she cared for was her hus- 
band, who was suffering from pneu- 
monia. Over the medicine bottles and 
the little comforts she bestowed upon 
the sick man a romance grew into be- 
ing, and it was very real, for there is 
ne more devoted husband than he. 

Insanity Not Contagious. 

Dr. Mare Ray Hughes was asked by 
a Post-Dispatch reporter if it would 
be possible for’ a nurse, engaged in 
the care of the insane, to acquire in- 
sanity by suggestion or any sort of 
infection. He said: 

“Some people think insanity is con- 
tagious, and there have been claims 
that a bacillus of insanity has been 
discoverec. “Sut that seems to me a 


very vague claim. 
“Most insanity comes from a brain 


strain. This woman has dementia or 
monomania. Paranoia is a form of 
monomania, but she has not paranoia. 
Persons with that kind of insanity do 
not kbave delusions like hers. They 
do not know they are insane and they 
have lofty ideals.’

Declaring that hundreds. of public 
school children in the downtown district 
are going hungry daily, Delegate Gal- 
lagher of the Third Ward said Friday 
that at Friday night’s meeting of the 
House he would introduce a resolution 
calling on the Board of Education to 
provide free midday lunches in the base- 
ments of the school buildings. 

Supt. Blewett, when told by a Post- 
Dispatch reporter of Gallagher's pro- 
posed resolution, said that no reports 
of such conditions as Gallagher men- 
tioned had come to him. He said he 
did not belleve the Board would under- 
take to feed the children. 

‘‘The School Board provides free books 
for the children,”’ said Gallagher to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter at the City Hall 
Friday. ‘‘But what good are the books 
to children who are too hungry to 
study. A child can’t think or learn 
without having a certain amount of 
nourishment, 

Says City Should Feed Them. 

“In my ward and in the district 
around there are children who don’t go 
to school for lack of food, and others 
who go-and sit there all day hungry. 
“The city ought to feed them, and 
my resolution will ask the Board of 
Education to do something about this 
right away.” 

Supt. Blewett said, when told of Gal- 
lagher’s statement: 

“Free lunches are not in the same 
class with free books. The city sup- 
plies books as a part of the teaching 
equipment. But it cannot undertake to 
supply food or clothing. 

“A plan has been suggested in New 
York for lunches to be sold at cest to 
the East Side children. Our High School 
pupils get lunch at cost, through an ar- 
rangement financed by the pupils’ mon- 
ev and supervised by the Board. This is 
done because most high school pupils 
live too far away to go home at noon. 

No Need for It, Blewett Says. 

“I do not think the Board will do 
anything about lunches in the school? 
at present, chiefly because I do not 
know of any need for it! If pupils 
were going hungry, I would hear of it 
from the principals, and I have heard 
nothing from them.’’ 

A resolution adopted by the House of 
Delegates will have no binding force en 
the Board of Education, which votes 
its own funds.

What Newspapers Have Done. 


» By Attorney-General Charles J. Bonaparte in 
the Forum.

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HEN the editor of the Eatanswill Gazette pronounced the press ‘& 
mighty engine,” Mr. Pickwick “yielded his fullest assent to the prdépo- 
sition.” Most of us have been taught to say ditto to Mr. Pickwick on 

the subject, but I doubt whether most of us have any clear idea how this “en- 
gine’ works and what. makes it “mighty.” I may be, therefore, pardoned if I 
state here very briefly what the press does for good or ill of any community in 
which it exists—how the world was changed, in short, by the invention of 
newspapers. 

In the first place it became, for the average man, a much larger world. Be- 
fore then he, of course, knew that men lived beyond his city, or manor or can- 
ton, but they affected his everyday life almost as little as if they had lived ‘n 
Mars or Venus; he heard of them so infrequently, his acquaintance with every- 
thing concerning them was soe imperfect and so tardy that, for him, they could 
scarcely be said to exist. When the newspapers began to place beside his 
breakfast plate an epitome of their day’s history, it was as if a telescope were 
constructed a million-fold stronger than any yet known, through which astrono- 
mers could contemplate and afterward report the good or ill fortune of intelli- 
gent beings on @ur sister planets. 

This immense extension in the area of each man’s attention and sympathy 
has naturally and powerfully reacted on his character. The change is not in 
all respects for the better; the unselfish interest which any one can take in 
the affairs of others is a fixed quantity or, at least, is not capable of indefinite 
expansion, and when you spread it out broad you also spread it out thin. 

What we read among the “‘locals’’ of our daily paper is of far less mo- 
ment to us than what he heard in the agora or the forum was to Pericles 
or to Cicero. When one learns so much about so many people all the time 
the impression left by any one inciden in the life of any one person is dwarfed 
and deadened. We feel everything outside of ourselves the less because there 
is so much more that we feel a little. 

But for this loss there is more than compensation in the development ef 
our sense of proportion, and therefore of justice. In a Hindoo fable a fox, 
caught in a flood, cries out: 
Many animals rush affrighted to the 
spot, but only to say one to the other: 
“We see no deluge, we only see a fox 
getting drowned.” The newspapers make 
us realize that a deluge is not needed to 
drown any one of us; the world will 
roll on much as before when we no 
longer roll with it; the great ocean of 
human life will not be dried, it will 
hardly be ruffled, when the little wave- 
let of your or my separate conscious 
existence shall subside.

Eh, what? 

Ten cents extra for bread and butter 
at the restaurants? 

A proposition to make this charge in 


accordance with the suggestion of a 
widely circulated hotel publication is be- 
ing discussed by St. Louls eating-house 
proprietors. : 

The writer of the suggestion says that 
every person who eats at a first-class 
restatfrant or hotel receives 6 cents’ 
worth of bread and butter for which he 
does not pay. 

“Why do the proprietors permit it?’ 
he asks. “‘Do they never stop to think 
of the tremendous loss they sustain ev- 
ery’ Year?” 

So far as St. Louls is concerned the 
idea is not new. Millard Fillmore Hel- 
ry, restaurateur, who died recently, al- 
ways charged his customers 5 cents for 
bread and 5 cents for butter. Other lo- 
cal palate ticklers have tried the system. 
Price Included on Menus, 

Still, the suggestion as made in the 
hotel paper is causing considerable dis- 
cussion, especially among the high-class 

restaurant keepers. 

Most of them acknowledge that the 
bread and butter is quite an item of ex- 
pense, but they say that this is borne 
in mind when the prices on the bill of 
fare are made and that the customer 
pays for everything which he seems to 
get as extras. 

It was agreed that it would be a brave 
man who would attempt to inaugurate 
the custom suggested and that the B.
